SAN FRANCISCO 一 An un- 
dercover investigation conducted 
by the Department of Fish and 
Game .(DFG) this winter has 
exposed an “illegal，loose market- 
ing system ”of animal parts taken 
-in northern California for sale in 
Los Angeles` Korean and Chinese

According to Paul Wertz，4a 
DEFG .information officer， the 
undercover_ investigation -一 the 
first of its kind 一 was conducted 
“to see 证 we could verify years of 
rumors -about illegal。 bear 
activity. 

GALLBLADDERS 

“We found evidence of an 
iegal loose_ mmarketing system， 
Where bear parts taken largely out 
: of season，bnut some in season， 
were tiafficked to southern Cali- 
fornia，Pprimarily to 玉 orean com- 
munities there,” he told ast/ 
West， 

Wertz explained that -the bear 
habitat ranges-from the San Ber- 
nardino Valley through the 


Sierras，VWhile it is legal to hunt 
bears with a _ license in season 
(whbich runs fom mid-October to 
mid-December，depending on tbhe 


-Tegion), the selling of bears orany 


Parts of bears is illegal, he said 
“The real demand item is bear 


gallbladders，which are used for 


medicinal purposes ”Wertz said， 
adding that the gallbladders are 
commonly dried and ground into 
apowder.“Also, deer antlers 位 om 
poached deer tend to be Used in 
oriental communities for. aphro- 
disiacs,” he said，and are es- 
pecially desirable in the spring 
when in the velvet. 

Evidence was also uncovered of 
one Chinese restaurant im 工 A 
which was seeking bear paws to 
serve as a“delicacy,”Wertz re- 
ported . 、 

Although several DEFEG: officers 
believed that the bear gall- 
bladders were being used in Asian 
communitiesias aphrodisiacs， Shek 
Woon Ng, a practitioner of tradi- 
tional Chinese _medicine ip SE， 
denied that they could be used as 
such. Becatise the gajllbladder is a 
“cool” medicine used to balance 
“hot” maladies, it :would have the 
opposite effect of an aphrodisiac， 
he explained . 

MONEY 

Bear gallbladder，however，has 
strong medicinal properties，and 
can be used like an antibiotic to 


fight against infection，Ng noted. 


However，mainy other types of 
Chinaese medicine are available 
Which can be substituted for gall- 
bladder，so it is not commonly 
Used. 

Ng confirmed that deer:antlers 
are believed to have aphrodisiac 
value.

Wertz Said he was not aware 
ofdemand for bear parts outside 
of the Asian American com- 
munity, except for claws and teeth 
to be used in jewelry，However， 
the Prices commanded by claws 
and teeth are not high enough to 
make poaching for that purpose 
profitable, he said， 

FISHERMEN 

Capt. Dewayne Johnston of 
DEGC reported that violations of 
DEFG regulations by Southeast 
Asian refugees are also “an on- 
going problem,”but for different 
reasons， 

“We have found Vietnamese， 
Cambodian，and Laotian fisher- 
men illegally using nets，taking 
Species that can't be taken，not 
observing the jlimits (on the 
number that can be taken)，and 
not observing the seasons,”repor- 
ted Joe Sheehan， information 


officer, for DEG state headquar- 
ters, The violations have occurred 
most frequently in the Sacramen- 


to-San Joaquin delta and in the 
Monterey Bay areas，. 

“We assume that a couple of 
things ”have produced this,” 
Sheehan -said. “One; cultural 
differences between their home- 
lands and here 一 a different view 
of wildlife resources and of the 
responsibilities of the individual 
and of law enforcement 一 and 
two, language.” 

“In some of these countries it's 
perfectly all right to _ take these 
things,， he noted.“TIts difficult to 
transmit this type of informa- 
tion to _ those not familiar with 
laws this restrictive.” 

To combat this “ problem， 
Sheehan said DEFEG printed local 
fishing regulations in Vietnamese， 
Cambodian，and Laotian and 
distributed them- to refugee or- 
ganizations， although Chieu 
Pham，assistant director of em- 
ployment and training at the 
Center for Southeast Asian 
Refugee Resettlement，claimed he 
has- not ， received translations， 
despite repeated attempts. He 
attributed the Problem to lack of 
information and orientation on 


the part of newcomers， 


“In our couritry，there are no 
rules concerning catching fish. 


Cultural Orientation， 
Training Are Crucial 
The recent investigations by the Department of Fish and 
Game which indicated violations of fish and game regula- 


tions point to a need to imnprove educational outreach and 
orientation Sessions for newly arrived immigrants and refu- 


gees. 
The 


regulations guarding ou fish and game TeserVeS 


Should not be ignored; gone forever are the days of good- 
natured poaching and bending” rules. However, many of 
the practices outlawed in this country might be considered 
perfectly acceptable in certain Asian Societies. Rather than 
just mounting investigations to discover offenders, a strong 
outreach program to Asian communities，including :bilin- 
gual presentations and flyers,，as well as educational pro- 
grams at Schools and club gatherings, should be underta- 
ken. Not only the illegality of the practices but the reasons 
behind the laws, as well, should be stressed . 

While the Department of Fish and Game had indicated 
that bilingual regulations were available, may of the sites 
checked lacked these materials, and the Center for South- 
east Asian Refugee Resettlement had been unsuccessful in 
attempts to acquire such materials. Additionally, some of 
the orientation sessions Which might be able to introduce 
the regulations have suffered funding cuts.

Pham，who translates in court 
once or twice a week for refugees 
who_have violated hunting and 
fishing regulations，observed that 
the incidqence of arrests has been 
increasing. 

“Most of them are newcomers 
who were fishermen，and many 
are Shocked when theylearn of the 
rules,”he said，Most are fishing 


for their own or their families ， 


consumption and do not intend to 
sell the fish，Pham saidq，adding 
that he knew of one fisherman 
who was arrested just two weeks 
after his arrival in the US. 

In SFE，most arrests are for 
crabbing ilegally 一 using more 
than two nets，taking too many 
crabs, or taking ones that are too 
small，Pham said， Also，refugees 
have been charged with using too 
many rods or hooks. 

Pham said that the Center tries 
to inform newcomers about fishing 
regulations， but funding cuts 
which eliminated most social ser- 
vices there make this type of 
Orientation difficult.， With hun- 
dreds of refugees arriving -in SF 
each_ month，constant reminders 
are needed, he pointed out:

Responding to a report in the 
Oakland Tripune that refugees in 
Salt Lake City have been found 
spearing and clubbing fish and 
shooting robins and woodpeckers， 
Pham said he felt reports about 
refugees are often exaggerated 一 
such as the reports that refugees 
were killing and eating dogs， 
which were never substantiated. 

However， he acknowledged 


that_ the cultural differences :do- 


exist.. Refugees who hunt animals 
certain ways OF who eat certain 
ariimajls are portrayed as absurd or 
evil or inhuman, he said. 

“But here，dogs are trained to 
attack people and to _ attack and 
kill birds and other animajls for 
Sports, Here there are hospitajls for 
animals，and even restauIants for 
animals. To us, this is strange,”he 
explained.

For Real Estate Industry

The California Supreme Court 
last week handed down two 
important landmark decisions 
affecting the real estate industry 
and all Californians who rent or 
buy and sell real/estae， 

In Marina Poitnt D，Wolon， 
tenants Were evicted from their 
apartment building after the birth 
of their son as the apartment 
complex had an “adults only” 
policy. jn a 5-to-2 decision，the 
high court ruled that landlords 
may not refuse to rent apartments 
to families with children as this 
violated the 1959 Unruh Civil 
Rights Act. 

WELL BEINGC 

Justice Tobriner said “neither 
state law nor interpretations of 
Such statutes Sanctions .the sacri- 
fice of the wellbeing of children on 
the alter of a landlord's profit，or 
possibly some tenants” conven:- 
ience.”

While the novice or infrequent 
Chinese .vegetarian diner may 
Tegard meatless dishes as bland or

tarian dishes are,” Chiang asserT- 
ted. 
“Particularly for those who are 
accustomed to the taste of meat,”
